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Grant approved for eco-park project

An application for federal 
grant money to reclaim a 
natural park in Didsbury has 
been approved by the Depart¬ 
ment of Environment. 

Grant Spence, Ross Ford 
Elementary principal and one 
of the park project organizers, 
said approval for funding came 
last month and plans are 
already underway to start con¬ 
struction. 

"The plans are ready to go 
now," Spence said. "We are 
just waiting for the engineer in 
Red Deer and the availability of 
the machinery." 

Spence, along with col¬ 
leagues Darrell Hutchinson and 
Barry Allen worked along with 
other community volunteers, 
the county and the town to 
design the natural park which 
will be located along Highway 
582 on the northern border of 
the fields behind the Ross Ford 
and Westglen schools. 

Allen said the original idea 
for the .park stemmed from a 
school project at Ross Ford. 

"We had an environment 
theme for one of our whole 
school projects a number of 
years ago," he said. "The idea 
itself came out of a discussion 
among grade 2 classes about 
what we can do to improve our 
area. Their idea was to put it 
(the area) back to the way it 
was about three years ago." 

The area, beginning under 
the golf course hill and edging 
the field along Highway 582, 
was originally a marsh type area 
until the water was drained 
away during construction of the 
Westglen School. The plan, as 
submitted to the Environmental 


Partners Fund, will reclaim the 
marsh, add a pond, and some 
forested area using indigenous 
plants. 


A paved path will also cir¬ 
cle the park, creating a 1 km 
long trail for walking and cycl¬ 
ing. 


The highlight of the park 
will be a wetland reserve area, 
including a marsh and pond 
which will act as a nesting area 


for local birds, especially ducks. 

The pond area will be sur¬ 
rounded by a fence to ensure

Fire chief recovering after 
electrocution

workplace accident last week. 

Halfyard, a City of Calgary 


electrical system employee, 
was electrocuted as he worked 
on an overhead electrical cir¬ 
cuit on the northwest edge of 
the city last Wednesday. 

He is currently listed in 
serious but stable condition at 


the Foothills Hospital with 
burns and other injuries. 

Eric Cameron, a Calgary 
electrical system spokesperson, 
said the accident occured 
about 2 p.m. on Wednesday

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Candidate bows out 


of mayor’s race

One of three candidates 
vying for the mayor's job in 
Didsbury has announced his 
decision to bow out of the race. 

Doug Sharpe, former town 
councillor, made the decision to 
withdraw his bid last week 

"I just looked at it and saw 
that it would just be a three-way 
split,” Sharpe said "A three- 
way vote just couldn't do justice 
to the system.” 

Sharpe, a Canadian Western 
Natural Gas employee who has 
sat on town council for 9 years, 
said he felt it was a tough 
decision, but one that needed to 
be made 

"This certainly wasn't an 
easy decision to make, I love this 
town and the job,” he said. "But 
I had to do what I felt was best for 
the town.” 

Officially Sharpe cannot 
withdraw his name from the 
ballots in the upcoming munici¬ 
pal election which will be held 
October 19 Instead, Sharpe has 
decided to ask his supporters not 
to vote for him His withdrawal 
from the race leaves two 
candidates, Ray Lea and Marjorie 
Malinowski. 

In a signed statement 
Sharpe said "It is becoming 


apparent that the vote for the 
mayor's seat could be split three 
ways. In my opinion a win on a 
split vote is not decisive and may 
not be in the best interest of the 
community. I have reviewed the 
platforms of the other mayorilty 
candidates and as a result I would 
like to support Ray Lea for the 
office of Mayor of Didsbury It 
would be my hope that those 
voters who were going to support 
me would now direct their 
support to Ray Lea.” 

Sharpe said despite Lea's 
lack of experience in municipal 
politics, he felt comfortable 
backing his campaign 

"I looked at his platform and 
for a newcomer his platform was 
almost identical to mine He 
(Lea) has a good, solid under¬ 
standing of the town and is well 
thought of in the service clubs. 
I'm satisfied his background in 
leadership will carry him 
through." 

Sharpe said he now plans to 
return to regular civilian life and 
perhaps become more involved 
with the town's service groups 
and organizations. 

"I'm going to take a year 
and I plan on doing pretty much 
nothing for that time," he said. 
"After that, who knows?”

Constitutional conundrum. Yes or no? Mulroney or Manning? 
Getty or Trudeau? 

The upcoming public referendum on the Charlottetown Ac¬ 
cord has left many Canadians contemplating the fate of our fair 
land. How are we supposed to vote, yes or no? And is that yes or 
no vote a vote merely on the agreement itself or on the state of the 
union? 

The majority of Canadians (this editor included) are complete¬ 
ly unaware of how changes to the constitution will impact on our 
future. We have only politically motivated public spokespersons 
to listen to, and who of those do you trust? 

Do we listen to Preston Manning who came out with a no 
campaign based on a Reform Party telephone poll? That poll was 
made quickly after details of the accord were released and we all 
know that negative people tend to be the most vocal. So now Mr. 
Manning is pulling details out of the accord to justify a position he 
already made rather than carefully studying the document and 
then reaching a decision. 

Then we have the Conservatives, both provincially and 
federally, telling us anything less than a yes vote is undemocratic 
and nationally harmful. Are we to trust that they and their lawyers 
have created the most beneficial changes they could for our coun¬ 
try? Or should we wonder if it is not a political manoeuvre for 
those looking to gain popularity? 

The result is a Canadian populace, with little or no experience 
on constitutional matters, being asked to decide whether or not an 
agreement to amend the constitution should be implemented. 

Most logically, it would seem best for Canadians to give the 
most credence to those with the least to gain. When you study the 
situation, you can see that 10 provincial leaders, 2 territorial 
leaders and native leaders from all parts of the country have put 
aside their differences, political and otherwise, not only to put 
together an agreement, but also to convince other Canadians of its 
worth. Considering the vastness of those differences, this fact 
stands for much. 

And probably most pointed in all arguments for and against, 
comes the fact that average Canadians are not really being asked 
to vote about the accord itself, but rather on the principle of the 
thing. The legal text and the implications of the constitution are 
not the real issue, the issue is on whether we want this country to 
remain intact, a united nation among a world full of division. 

And if the first ministers can come up with an agreement 
palatable to all the provinces - east coast, west coast or in bet¬ 
ween, that just goes to show that we are not as disparate as many 
would like to think. We can still be a nation; one well respected in¬ 
ternationally despite our own opinions. Remember that when you 

place an X on the ballot on October 26.

The Person's Case 

In October 1929, five Al¬ 
bertans made history In 1928, 
when the Supreme Court of 
Canada unanimously ruled that 
women could not hold public 
office as Canadian Senators 
because women were not "per¬ 
sons", the "Famous Five" 
appealed the case to the British 
Parliament The judicial Com¬ 
mittee of the Privy Council in 
England reversed the decision 
and ruled that Canadian women 
were legally "persons". 

Emily Murphy, Nellie Mc- 
Clung, Mary Irene Parlby, 
Henrietta Muir Edwards and 
Louise McK inney were the 
"Famous Five". These women 
worked together on this long 
legal and political battle. 

Judge Emily Murphy, 1868- 
1933, was the Albertan who 
initiated the case In 1916, she 
was appointed Police Magistrate 
in E dmonton - the first woman to 
be appointed as a Magistrate in 
the British Empire Her second 
case was challenged on the 
grounds that she was not a 
person Under British Common 
Law, defense council contended, 
by a decision of 1876, women 
were "persons in matters of pain 
and penalties, but not persons in 
matters of rights and privileges" 
The office of Magistrate was a 
privilege, he argued, and since 
the present occupant of the office 
was there illegally, no decision 
from her court could be binding 

The same defense was used 
in Calgary in 1917 and an appeal 
went to the Supreme Court of 
Alberta The Alberta Court 
supported the authority of 
women magistrates in Alberta 
At least in Alberta, women were 
persons 


But what about nationally? 
The British North America Act 
said that, "the Governor General 
shall from time to time summon 
qualified persons to the Senate". 
Were women "persons" - could 
they be appointed to the Senate? 

In 1927, Judge Murphy 
called four other well known 
women together to discuss this. 

Nellie McClung, 1873-1951, 
was a bestselling novelist. She 
was active in the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union, a 
founding member of the Mani¬ 
toba Political Equity League and 
in 1921, she was elected to the 
Alberta Legislature. 

Mary Irene Parlby, 1868- 
1965, from Alix, was the first 
president of the United Farm 
Women of Alberta. She worked 
for women's suffrage and public 
health. She was an elected 
member of the Alberta Legisla¬ 
ture from 1921-1935 and was a 
member of the Cabinet 

Henrietta Muir Edwards, 
1849-1931, from MacLeod, help¬ 
ed found the Working Girls' 
Association, the National Council 
of Women and the Victoria Order 
of Nurses. She was an artist and 
became an acknowledged expert 
on laws relating to women and 
children. 

Louise McK inney, 1868- 
1933, from Claresholm, was the 
first woman elected, in 1917, to a 
Legislature in Canada and in the 
British Empire She helped 
Edwards draft the Dower Act. 

These women drafted and 
signed a petition which they sent 
to the Prime Minister Eventually 
the petition was sent to the 
Supreme Court. The rest is 
history! 

If you have the opportunity 
to visit the Canadian Senate, you 
can see the plaque commemora¬ 
ting this in the lobby. It was 
placed there by the Canadian 
Federation of Business and 
Professional Women's Clubs 
Nearby stands a bust of Canada's 
first woman Senator, the Hon 
Carine Wilson, appointed in 
1930

Ordinary citizens and com¬ 
munity groups such as Rural 
Crime Watch, Block Parents and 
Neighbourhood Watch are the 
most important people involved 
in crime prevention in this 
province year after year During 
Crime Prevention Week, we 
recognized the contributions of 
these and other groups and try to 
raise a general awareness of their 
activities. After all, the more 
people who are involved in crime 
prevention, the safer we will all 
be. And that is what the goal of 
Crime Prevention Week is. to 
promote safer communities 

One of the more interesting 
crime prevention programs that 
has been recently introduced is 
the STOP THIEF program. This 
program is designed to stop car 
thefts and it is a co-operative 


effort of vehicle owners, the 
police and the Alberta Motor 
Association (AMA) 

Alberta ranks third in 
Canada in the ratio of vehicles 
stolen. In 1991, there were six 
thefts per 1,000 vehicle registra¬ 
tions in the province. In total,

Police are then 
authorized to verify automobile 
registration and the driver's 
licence if the vehicle is seen on 
the road during those hours. 


Participation in the program 
is voluntary and there is no 
charge for registering. STOP 
THIEF registration forms and 
decals are now available from 
police and AMA offices around 
the province.

Tax deferral program extended 


Farmers forced to sell 
livestock because of drought 
conditions got some good news 
from the federal government. 

Producers across wide areas 
of the three western provinces 
have been granted a one-year tax 
deferral on sales of their 
breeding livestock Twenty three 
Alberta municipalities were 
named in this announcement. Six 
others were named last month. 

A total of 74 Saskatchewan 
'ural municipalities and the 
entire British Columbia Peace 
egion were also named in the 
)rogram announcement. 

If farmers are forced to sell 
>art of their herd, the deferral 
Blows them to exclude part of 
hat income from their taxable 
ncome. "This provides pro¬ 


ducers with a way to replace their 
breeding stock in the future," 
says Paul Gervais of Alberta 
Agriculture's farm business 
management branch in Olds. 

Eligible areas were deter¬ 
mined by soil moisture and water 
supply conditions during the 1992 
growing season. Most eastern 
and many southern and northern 
Alberta farmers will qualify for 
the program because they faced 
significant feed and water short¬ 
ages 

The eligible Alberta areas 
are. the counties of Grande 
Prairie, Warner, Thorhild, Forty 
Mile, Beaver, Barrhead, Athaba¬ 
sca, Smoky Lake, St. Paul, 
Strathcona, Two Hills, Vermilion 
River, Lethbridge, Minburn, Lac 
Ste Anne and Lamont; the 


municipal districts of Cypress, 
Cardston, Taber, Wainwright, 
Bonnyviile, Sturgeon, Westlock 
and Spirit River; and improve¬ 
ment districts 15, 17 (East), 18 
(South), 20 and 21. 

Last year livestock producers 
in 17 Alberta municipalities were 
eligible for the program "For 
some of these farmers, who 
qualify again this year, there is 
an extra benefit," says Gervais. 
"They may defer any sale income 
from 1991 for another year, along 
with a 1992 deferral," says 
Gervais. "This may be parti¬ 
cularly important to producers 
who haven't been able to rebuild 
their herds because conditions 
haven't improved. The deferral 
gives them an option for the 
future."

The Drought Induced Sales 
of Breeding Animals program 
was first announced in 1988. The 
program has two tax deferrals. If 
producers reduce their herd by at 
least 15 per cent and less than 30 
per cent, they can defer 30 per 
cent of their sale income. If they 
are forced to sell 30 or more per 
cent of their breeding herd, they 
can defer 90 per cent of that sale 
income. However, if the producer 
buys more breeding stock in the 
same year, that cost must be 
deducted from their total sales. 

Farmers must request the 
tax deferral when they file their 
1992 income tax return. More 
information is available by

Alberta farmers gain market access 


Market access is what 
Alberta farmers will gain with the 
recently negotiated North Ameri¬ 
can Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) says an Alberta Agri¬ 
culture specialist. 

"Removing tariffs and non¬ 
tariff barriers should encourage 
growth of Alberta agricultural 
exports to Mexico," says Rey¬ 
nold J aipaul, an agricultural 
economist with the department's 
trade policy secretariat. The 
export growth list includes pork, 
beef, purebred cattle, dairy 
products, wheat, barley, canola, 
seed potatoes, mushrooms and 
special crops 

In 1991 Alberta exported 
mainly wheat and dairy products 
to Mexico he adds. Last year's 
export total was only $11.4 
million. 

Both Canada and Mexico 
agreed to eliminate all tariff and 
non-tariff barriers-with certain 
exceptions—on their agricultural 
trade The exceptions are the 
supply managed dairy, poultry 


and egg sectors, and sugar 

Most tariffs will be phased 
over over 10 years. "The 
phase-out period will be longer 
for some commodities, such as 
Mexico's corn and beans. Both 
commodities are sensitive to 
imports, so tariffs will be in place 
for 15 years," he says. 

A major trade barrier for 
Canada's grain industry will also 
change. Mexico agreed to con¬ 
vert its import licensing system 
into tariffs or tariff rate quotas 
(TRQs). "Once the quota is 
reached, a higher tariff rate is 
applied to the additional goods," 
J aipaul explains. "For some 
commodities the TRQ will in¬ 
crease by five per cent every 
year. However, TRQs and grain- 
related tariffs are expected to be 
phased out over the next 10 
years." 

When the agreement be¬ 
comes law, Canada will im¬ 
mediately exempt Mexico from 
import restrictions on: beef and 
veal, margarine; and, barley and 


wheat and their products. Can¬ 
ada will also exclude Mexico from 
its meat import laws. As well, 
tariffs on many fruits and 
vegetables will end immediately, 
or be phased-out during the first 
five or 10 years of the agreement 
Special safeguard provisions will 
apply to import sensitive com¬ 
modities such as tomatoes, 
cucumbers and frozen straw¬ 
berries. 

Agricultural trade is covered 
two ways in the trade pact, in 
three-way (trilateral) and two- 
way (bilateral) agreements. 
Domestic support programs, 
export subsidies and health 
standards are dealt with in 
trilateral agreements. Market 
access is in separate bilateral 
agreements between Canada and 
Mexico, and Mexico and the U S. 
The provisions of the Canada- 
U.S. trade agreement will apply 
between Canada and the U S 

"Canada went into the trade 
talks with four basic goals, and 
achieved them," notes ) aipaul 


Those goals included: freer 
access to the Mexican market on 
equal or equivalent terms as the 
U.S.; preserving and enhancing 
Canada-U.S. trade agreement 
benefits; retaining Canada's re¬ 
putation as an attractive invest¬ 
ment location; and, preserving 
Canada's supply management 
system for dairy, poultry and 
eggs 

The NAFTA pact is now 
being fine tuned and having its 
legal text written Canada, the 
United States and Mexico agreed 
on the trade pact in mid-August. 
NAFTA creates the world's 
largest free trade area with a 
combined population of 370 
million and gross domestic 
product of over $7 trillion. It's 
expected to take effect on 
January 1, 1994

Federal Agriculture Minister 
Bill McKnight and Alberta 
Agriculture Minister Ernie Isley 
have announced the signing of 
the Canada-Alberta Partnership 
on Agri-food 

The $ 20-million joint federal- 
provincial initiative will provide 
capital to help develop Alberta's 
agri-food processing industry. 

Funding for the agreement 
is being provided through the 
$242 million Western Economic 
Partnership Fund announced in 
1989 and funded equally by the 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments. Three agri-food process¬ 
ing agreements preceded this 
partnership agreement — The 
Nutritive Processing Agreements 
(I and II) and the Subsidiary 
Agreement on Agricultural Pro¬ 
cessing and Marketing 


“The agri-food industry has 
a great future in western 
Canada," McKnight said "An 
agreement such as this will go a 
long way toward creating new 
jobs and export opportunities as 
well as developing rural areas." 

The three-year agreement 
will make interest free, repayable 
advances available to companies 
that add value to agricultural 
products through processing 
Funds are available for up to 35 
per cent of eligible costs, with the 
balance to be provided by private 
industry. 

“Private sector investment 
is key to the agri-food sector's 
future growth and develop¬ 
ment," McKnight said "The 
federal-provincial funding will 
spur private investors to consider 
these ventures as solid invest- 


Lower wheat grade 
subsidization feared 


This fall, farmers could see 
the return from more valuable 
grades of wheat used to shore up 
values of lower grades, said 
Western Canadian Wheat Grow¬ 
ers President Flubert Esquirol 

“Weather conditions have 
downgraded a lot of grain," said 
Esquirol. “As a result, we have 
watched the spreads between 
feed and No 1 wheat widen, and 
our fear is that the Canadian 
Wheat Board may respond as it 
did in 1985." In 1985, surpluses 
from higher grades were used to 
offset the lower priced feed 
grades 

It was this situation that 
sparked the Western Canadian 
Wheat Growers Association to 
file a legal suit asking for 
clarification of the wording of the 
Canadian Wheat Board Act. The 
Association launched the final 
payments case challenging the 
legality of using profits from one 
grade to offset losses of another 
grade. Although the court's 
ruling was not favourable, the 
Wheat Growers are still con¬ 
vinced they were correct in their 
arguments that farmers who had 
produced top grades of wheat 
were penalized 

“We need immediate as¬ 
surances from the Canadian 
Wheat Board that this situation 
will not occur again," said 
Esquirol “We also want the 
Board to provide farmers with 
essential market information on a 
monthly basis. If these two 


requirements are not met, the 
Wheat Growers request the 
establishment of separate pools 
for different grades." 

“We want to be assured that 
surplus returns be credited to 
farmers whose production 
generates higher earnings," he 
said.

ments in the Alberta economy." 

“Alberta has the potential to 
be held a leader in Canada's 
agri-food processing industry," 
Isley said “With shipments of 
more than $4 5 billion a year, it 
exceeds primary agricultural 
production ” 

Isley said that in the last 10 
years, agricultural food process¬ 
ing shipments have grown by 
almost 50 per cent in Alberta. 

He said many diverse 
enterprises may be eligible for 
funding through the new agree¬ 


ment, including those companies 
that process or manufacture food 
or other products made from 
agricultural commodities. 

“Both the small, specialized 
producer and the large, mechan¬ 
ized factory may be considered," 
Isley said 

McKnight stressed that 
companies need not be new to be 
eligible for the funding 

“Companies with an eye on 
expanding in Alberta will find 
this program pivotal to their 
investment decisions," he said 


The program will be deliver¬ 
ed through the Alberta Agricul¬ 
tural Development Corporation 
(ADC), the province's agricul¬ 
tural leader and a leader in 
agri-business development. 

The agreement is similar to 
others aimed at fostering region¬ 
al economic development in 
central and eastern Canada 
through federal government ef¬ 
forts under such agencies as the 
Atlantic Canada Opportunities 
Agency (ACPA).

Olds College's Project Co¬ 
ordinator for International Edu¬ 
cation, Richmond Godfrey, sees 
excellent growth potential in 
their educational tour programs. 
International is now offering two 
more Central American tours, the 
Growers' Tour in Tropical Costa 
Rica (much like last year's 
February success) and the new 
Tropical Agro-Ecology Tour in 
Costa Rica. 

The eighteen-day tours, 
taking place separately in both 
late January and early February, 
are tailored primarily for profes¬ 
sionals with agricultural, horti¬ 
cultural, or environmental back¬ 
grounds. Anyone with a keen 
interest in the subject matter, 
however, is encouraged to take 
part. 

Godfrey says tour partici¬ 
pants from last year'.s horticul- 
turally-based trip to Costs Rica 
found the environmental high¬ 
lights of their program extremely 
impressive. Olds College co¬ 
operates with several Costa Rican 
agricultural training institutions 
that play leading roles in 
developing environmentally 
sensitive production systems. 

The Growers' Tour will 
continue its format by concentra¬ 
ting on production, management, 
and marketing of ornamentals, 
fruits, vegetables, and spices 

Flighlights for the newly 
developed Agro-Ecology Tour 
will include soil and water 
conservation, agro-environmen- 
tal development plans, reforesta¬ 
tion, and livestock production. 


"These are vacations of a 
kind," says Godfrey, "...but 
primarily, they are professional 
learning opportunities People 
coming with us on either of these 
vacations will experience a Costa 
Rica few tourists ever see. They 
will return with a strong 
understanding of what agricul¬ 
ture is like in Central America; 
both its challenges and poten¬ 
tials." 

Olds College's sister school, 
The Costa Rican Technological 
Institute (ITCR), has once again 
offered the expertise of their 
guides and instructors for both 
the Growers', and the new 
Agro-Ecology program tours. 

Olds College's Land 
Sciences Project Manager for 
Extension, Geraldine Byrne, will 
also be serving as tour coordina¬ 
tor for the Costa Rican ventures. 
Byrne stresses that ITCR's input 
was invaluable during the time 
she spent guiding last year's 
Growers' Tour of the Tropics. "In 
the classroom or field station, 
experts from ITCR provide 
overviews of each crop or subject, 
and then guide field tours. I think 
last year's tour participants really 
appreciated this and felt more 
comfortable asking questions 
during the guided sessions 
outdoors. The tour is successful 
because of the exchange of 
information from grower to 
grower and technician to techni¬ 
cian."

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Cremona loses grain elevator 


farm or shipping to other 
elevators offering a higher price. 
Those farmers who did sell their 
grain to the Pioneer elevator will 
find themselves shipping to 
Carstairs or Crossfield 

Many residents were dis¬ 
mayed with it simply being 
destroyed. There were ap¬ 
parently several proposals put 
forth to reclaim the building 

One came from local farmers 
who offered to purchase it and 
form their own cooperative and 
another to refurbish it as a 
museum site. Still others wanted 
to salvage the highly prized 
lumber 

However, no one at Pioneer 
Crain in Calgary or Winnipeg 


would confirm that these pro¬ 
posals had ever been made Bids 
were put in on the smaller 
buildings and at least the office 
building has been sold 

The greatest impact of losing 
the grain elevator may be felt by 
town residents rather than the 
farming community. According 
to Cleta Haggerty, Cremona's 
Municipal Manager, a full 10% 
of the commercial/industrial 
assessment will be lost. This 
translates to about $7,000 an¬ 
nually in lost revenue to the 
village. 

"Any loss of a business in 
a town this size is going to have a 
great impact, economically," 
Haggerty says.

After 63 years of servicing 
the area, the Cremona Pioneer 
Grain elevator was reduced to 
rubble last week 

With the decline of local 
farmers shipping through the 
elevator and it being an off-track 
facility since the mid 70's when 
the railroad pulled out, it became 
an economic liability for Pioneer 
Crain according to Dale E iker- 
man, Manager of Alberta Opera¬ 
tions 

The decline of grain sales 
have been attributed to more 
farmers selling directly from the 


Cremona gets storm 
water grant 


Alberta Environment Minis¬ 
ter Ralph Klein and Olds 
Didsbury MLA, Roy Brassard, 
announced an agreement to 
provide the Village of Cremona 
with a $48,600 grant. The grant 
will assist with the First Street 
West Stormwater Management 
Project which will cost a total of 
$64,800. 

By reducing incidents of 
flooding, this project will benefit 
numerous residents and busi¬ 
nesses as well as the village's 
road system," said K lein. "It will 
also enhance the quality of the 
outlet pond which is used for 
recreation and it will alleviate a 
dangerous safety hazard to 
children resulting from flood¬ 
ing," he added 

Work on this project in¬ 
cludes the upgrading of 300 
metres of existing stormwater 
ditches, the installation of a 


105-metre culvert drop structure 
adjacent to the curling rink and 
the upgrading of various road 
culverts to accommodate a larger 
capacity. 

Brassard added, "I am 
pleased that the province was 
able to assist the Village of 
Cremona in resolving its water 
management concerns by fund¬ 
ing this project." 

Under the Alberta Water 
Management and Erosion Con¬ 
trol Program, administered by 
Alberta Environment, grants are 
provided to local authorities for 
water management projects that 
provide direct benefits to the 
public. Eligible types of projects 
are as follows: flood control, flow 
regulation, erosion control, 
water-based recreation, fish 
waterfowl and wildlife enhance¬ 
ment, and sources of water 
supply.

He was instrumental in 
improving a residential develop¬ 
ment in town with sidewalks and 
a park as well as a waterway for 
draining run off that has been 
flooding basements over the 
years. 

He would like to see 
Cremona continue to improve its 
developments and attract more 
residents. He believes that 
strengthening the population will 
eventually bring business op¬ 
portunities to town 

"We need to draw people 
here before we can expect 
businesses tomakea goof it," he 
says 

He was born and raised at 
Water Valley and has lived in 
Cremona with his wife and 5 kids 
since 1987 

James [Jamie] Roberts 

Jamie Roberts has been a 
Cremona resident for 4 years 
along with his wife and 4 
children He brings a solid 


background in accounting and 
planning. He is a graduate of 
SAIT, with a Business Ad¬ 
ministration diploma 

He sat on theCremona FCSS 
board for 2 years and on the 
Rockyview Municipal Planning 
Commission for 7 years. 

Roberts believes the major 
challenge for the future council 
will be the budgeting of limited 
funds. "We need to upgrade the 
water system here, for instance, 
and it's tough to undertake major 
projects with limited funds and 
we can't keep increasing taxes," 
he explains. 

Roberts also believes that 
attracting residents is the vil¬ 
lage's best economic resource as 
well as developing the tourism 
potential of the area 
Bill Howells 

Howells and his wife 
brought their 5 children to 
Cremona in 1977 with the intent 
of staying for a year - they never 
left. 

He was involved with the 
Mountain View County School 


Board for many years and just 
recently resigned to run for 
council. He has also had 
involvement with the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Tourist Action 
Committee. 

Howells believes his long 
range planning and business 
skills would be an asset to 
council He runs his business 
writing computer software and 
anticipates moving his business 
to Cremona in the future. 

He would like to improve the 
business climate here and says, 
"I see a potential to attract a 
variety of businesses." Attract¬ 
ing residents is also important to 
Howells and he believes Cre¬ 
mona offers the right atmosphere 
to bring families in.

By the end of September, 
Columbus' fleet has gone 3 
weeks without sighting land. 
They kept finding what . they 
thought were tantalizing har¬ 
bingers; on September 18 a 
cloudbank, "which is a sign of 
being near land .” on Septem¬ 
ber 21 a whale, "which is a sign 
that they were near land...”. 
But, alas, for them, they must 
have thought they were on an 
apparently endless ocean of 
water with no guarantees of land 
ahead or winds to take them 
back. No doubt they were now 
probably farther than any Euro¬ 
pean seamen had been before 
without putting into port. 

On October 10, a full month 
after leaving the Canaries, 
Columbus' journal mentions 
some open tension aboard ship. 
"Here the people could stand it 
no longer, and complained of the 
long voyage." But, on they 
sailed 59 leagues on October 10, 
another 45 leagues on the 11th. 

The night of October 11, 
around 10 p.m., Columbus 
thought he saw a light on the 
horizon "It was a thing so 
uncertain he did not wish to 
affirm that it was land." He told 
his crew to keep "a good watch 
on the forescastle, and to look 
well for the land "To keep 
everyone sharp, he added that 
"to him who first sang out that he 
saw land, he would later give a 
silk doublet besides the other 
rewards that the Sovereign had 
promised, which were a 10,000 
maravedi annuity (about $70 a 
year in gold) to whoever should 
first sight it." 

About 2 00 in the morning 
on October 12, the lookout on the 
Pinta, ) uan Rodriguez Bermeio, 
gave out the cry of "Tierra!"

Hockey coaching tips 


The key to effective and 
successful player tryouts is 
advance planning and organiza¬ 
tion. 

Before you can design your 
tryouts, you must answer the 
following questions: how many 
players will participate? How 
much ice time is available? How 
many players will you keep after 
each cut? 

Decide what criteria you will 
use to evaluate players, and base 
them on the qualities you are 
looking for Some general cate¬ 
gories you might use include 
individual skills, team tactics, 
and mental, physical and emo¬ 
tional qualities 

Next, design your tryout 
sessions to evaluate players on 
these criteria Methods such as 
specific skill drills, skill testing 
and competitive drills allow you 
to assess players on an individual 
and head-to-head basis The best 
way to evaluate players' overall 
abilities is during organized 
scrimmages and exhibition 
games 

Here are some hints to 
running smooth tryouts 

* inform players of tryout 
details well in advance 

* collaborate with your as¬ 
sistant coaches and manager to 


cover all tasks. 

* explain selection process 
to players before tryouts. 

When releasing players, 
don't read the names of cuts or 
post lists. Speak with each player 
individually, inviting questions 
and offering feedback Don't 
make future promises to players: 
direct them to other teams, and 
thank them for their effort 

It is important to remember 
that your treatment of players 
should reflect your desire to place 


them on teams where they will 
benefit most, rather than making 
it a negative experience that 
could turn them away from 
hockey.

With the dismantling of the 
old K insmen indoor swimming 
pool, the Build Our Pool Society 
is estimating their funds will only 
be $10,000 of including a 
whirlpool with the opening of the 
new pool. 

Lance Plewis, President of 
the BOP Society, said once they 
pay for costs to demolish the 
Kinsmen pool, the BOP fund will 
stand at about $33,000. They 
hope for a $13,000 from the 
province, leaving a balance of 
over $46,000 Costs to install the 
whirlpool are estimated at about 
$57,000 

"We are hoping that once 
people see how close we are to 
getting this whirlpool in they will 
really jump on the bandwagon," 
Plewis said. 

Plewis added that BOP is 
also planning to hit high gear 
with its fundraising efforts over 
the next few months A clearance 
sale of goods taken from the old 
pool is planned for Tuesday and 
Wednesday evening (October 6 
and 7) from 5 - 7:30. Goods such 
as bleachers, light fixtures, 


plumbing fixtures, electrical 
equipment, lockers and diving 
boards will be up for grabs. 
Money raised through the sale 
will go towards the BOP 
whirlpool fund. 

Details for a Halloween 
cabaret are also being finalized. 
BOP Vice President Tracy Block 
said the Society hopes to hold the 
cabaret on Friday, October 30. 
More details will be available 
later 

As for the construction of the 
new indoor swimming facility, 
Plewis said construction is well 
on schedule. Colors for the inside 
have been picked out thanks to 
help by local artist Ruth Jepson 
Plewis said the color scheme is a 
mix of varying shades of green 
and peaches. 

The roof of the pool should 
be done by the end of this week 
and interior work should com¬ 
mence within the next month. 

The next BOP meeting will 
be held October 14 at 7 30 p m at 
the Bear Pit at the Ross Ford 
Elementary School.

"You're very lucky if you get 
a chance to fly in space," says 
MacLean. "I still float when I

Astronaut Steve MacLean 
will become the third Canadian to 
reach for the stars when the 
Space Shuttle Columbia blasts off 
from Kennedy Space Center this 
fall 

"I can't tell you how much I 
am looking forward to going into 
space in October," says Mac- 
Lean. "It really will be a 
childhood dream come true." 

MacLean will be one of six 
astronauts aboard Columbia who 
will work together as a flight 
team during the nine-day STS-52 
mission. Each astronaut will be 
assigned different roles and 
responsibilities to be carried out 
throughout the flight. 

As a payload specialist, 

MacLean will be responsible for 
conducting a set of Canadian 
scientific experiments known as 
CANEX-2. The experiments will 
focus upon space technology, 
space science, materials pro¬ 
cessing and life sciences The 
CANEX set of experiments was 
flown in 1984 with Canada's first 
astronaut in space, Dr Marc 
Garneau
